Concord Between Workers 
and Employers 


) HE following passages from the eloquent sermon, preached by Rt. Rev. John 

| P. Carroll, Bishop of Helena, Montana, at the consecration of Rt. Rev. Danie! 
M. Gorman, Bishop of Boise City, Idaho, in the cathedral of Dubuque, Iowa, 
on May 1, 1918, are a brilliant exposition of the relations between capital and 
labor, and a plea for a better understanding. The words of Bishop Carroll 
are most applicable at the present time. 


“Never did the world need More than at the present momiént the steady- 

ing influence of the teaching body of the Church. The world war has pushed 

into prominence problems which have been agitating the minds of thinking men for 
generations. Chief among these is the problem of capital and labor. The strong gov- 
ernments of the world have not only conscripted men for their armaments, but they have 
enlisted the co-operation of labor and capital, and mobilized all the resources of their 
respective nations. A high sense of patriotism, nowhere more visible than in America, 
has with unparalleled generosity furnished food, money and service for the common 
cause. Sabotage, which a little while ago darkened the horizon, has disappeared, the 
aposties of discontent have been silenced and the great labor unions have pledged them- 


selves to discountenance strikes for the period of the war in all work neéded by their 
governments. 


“But the question is being asked on all sides, ‘What will happen when the war 
is over?” Millions of fighting men will be returned to civil life. Millions now employed 
in munition a. in mines and shipyards will no longer be needed by the Govern: 
ment. - What effect will the sudden release of this immense multitude of workers have 
on the economic life of the world? Owing to the general depletion of wealth, which 
the protraction of the gigantic struggle will entail, how can adequate employment be 
furnished? Above all, will the workers who have helped the government in its hour of 
need and the soldiers who have risked their lives on the field of battle be willing to ac- 
cept pre-war conditions? Leaders of both everywhere say they will not. 


“In the meantime Socialism continues to foment class hatred by attributing to 
capital all the evils of the present social order—reckless profiteering, wage-slavery, un- 
limited competition, monstrous social inequalities, intolerable living conditions; physi- 
cal and moral degradation. : 


“Can the Church remain silent while such doctrines are being taught to the mul- 
titudes? Have her Bishops, the divinely appointed teaching body, an answer to make to 
the great question of the hour? Yes, they have an answer—and that answer furnishes 
the only adequate solution to the vexing question. 

“That answer is the one the great Bishop of Rome, the immortal Leo XIII, made 
in his famous Encyclical on the ‘Condition of the Working Classes.’ Leaders of capi- 
tal and labor, statesmen and churchmen theworld over know the answer, for they have 
made Leo’s Encyclical their cherished text book ever since its appearance in 1891. But 
if the evils that threaten society at the close of this war would be effectually averted. 
the teachings of Pope Leo must be brought home to the workers of the world and to al! 
the employers of labor. A great educational campaign should be waged, not only in our 
schools, colleges andj universities, but in all our societies of men and women, the 
pulpit and in the press.’’"—Messenger of the Sacred Heart.

The Support of a family, being a natural right of man, 
| presupposes man’s right to-sell his tabor for a just compen- 
sation. He may even refuse to Jabor for an inadequate re- 
compense. What is to be the norm? The nature of his 
obligation must determine the measure of that compensa- 
tion. He must support his family. Therefore, the living 
wage, which he has a right to expect and to demand accord- 
ing to the words of Pope Leo XIII, is “that which will sup- 
port his family in decent comfort.” If a man must accept 
Jess, either because of fear or because of necessity, he is the 
victim of injustice and of a cruel force that will inevitably 
destroy the stability of home and government. 

The Catholic Church, having in Her maternal! heart the | 
interests of the home, has always insisted that the lowest 
measure of compensation for labor must be that which will 
assure a decent maintenance for a man and his family in 
the home. She has withstood the greed and the injustice 
of those who would deprive man of his just dues. In season 
and out of season, her clarion voice has rung out the mes- 
sage that the “laborer is worthy of his hire.” To him, who 
would defraud the workingman of his lawful recompense, 
as well as to the laborer who would cheat his employer, She 
reiterates: “Thou shalt not steal.” 

In her explanation of the Seventh Commandment the 
Church outlines the mutual duties of employer..and em- 
ployee. The former, if he would obey the law of God must 
give the Jaborer a just compensation for his work; he must 
provide suitable working conditions that safeguard both 
the moral and physical welfare of those under his charge. 
The employee is bound to render a fitting, loval service for 
the wages he receives. 

If that mutual charity and loyalty, which the Church 
teaches, would guide the daily action of employers and em- 
ployees, as they pursue their mutual interests, then peace, 
happiness and prosperity would reign in the land.
